Eireann, which means “Ireland,” is the Gaelic 
spelling of the name Erin. When she was five years- 
old, she .begarr studying Irish step-dancing at Griffith 
Academy in Wethersfield (CT) and has studied for 17 
years. She has danced in Ireland twice in the World 
Championships - in Limerick (1992) and in Ennis (in 
County Claire, 1998). 

Qualifying for the World Championships is done at 
the regional level; the New England Regional 
Championships are held in different places every 
year. “It is an incredible honor to dance in the World 
Championships,” Eireann told us. “The epitome of a 
dancer’s hopes is to dance in the Worlds.” 

Before Riverdance, Irish dancers mainly looked for¬ 


ward to competitions because there were no venues 
in which to perform. Riverdance changed all that. 

While in college, Eireann became certified by the 
Irish Dancing Commission in Dublin, qualifying her to 
teach Irish dancing. “I studied for two years for the 
certification. It was a rigorous exam. The actual title of 
the certification is in Gaelic, but translates, “Teaching 
Commission of the Rinci (Gaelic word for dance) 
Gaelacha (meaning Gaelic or Irish).” 

Eireann told us, “In the past, studying for one’s cer¬ 
tification was done as an independent study, but my 
Irish step-dancing teachers, Colleen and Marybeth 
Griffith, served as my sponsors. Now, people who get 
certification are required to have sponsors.” 

Eireann taught at Griffith Academy for about a year 
before she joined Riverdance, and she remains a per¬ 


manent staff member. 

“Riverdance was scouting and saw Eireann at a 
competition, the 1997 New England Championship for 
Irish Dancing,” her father, Fred McCormack, remem¬ 
bered. “They asked Colleen Griffith to send Eireann to 
the Wang Center (Boston), where Riverdance was 
performing. Out of a group of 45 people who audi¬ 
tioned, Eireann was one of the 15 finalists.” 

Eireann continued, “We were put on a waiting list 
and then we waited - and waited. Colin Dunne and 
Kevin McCormack (no relation) held the auditions, but 
they left the show shortly thereafter (1998). I thought 
my chance had passed. But then I heard about anoth¬ 
er audition in 1999. We were at the North American

Championships in Oriando, Florida and they had a 
sort of open audition. Out of 110 girls who auditioned, 
seven were chosen to train for the show, and I was 
one of them." 

Fred and Marie McCormack are the parents of five 
offspring, of which Eireann is the youngest. The oth¬ 
ers are Frederick M. (known as “Mike”), Stephen, 
Kathleen, and Patricia. The family exemplifies Irish 
heritage, especially through their hospitality and good 
sense of humor. 

Fred noted, “When I first learned about Eireann’s 
interest in step-dancing, I said, ‘It can't be more 
expensive than hockey.’” 

Marie called to mind the many competitions which 
were held all over. “We’d go to Chicago, Toronto, 
Calgary, Vancouver, San Diego, San Francisco, 
Boston ... and the North American Competitions were 
always held on Fourth of July weekend.” 

Fred added, “There were smaller competitions, 
mostly in the summer, called ‘Feises’ (which is Gaelic 
for festival). These were competitions at a more local 
level.” Marie added, “The World Competition is always 
during Easter week, as well." So much for being less 
expensive than hockey! 

But the family has enjoyed every minute of the trav¬ 
el and competitions. “Eireann has worked hard and 
she deserves everything she has achieved,” said 
Fred. 

Eireann explained that Riverdance has opened 
new doors for Irish dancers. “Now we have the per¬ 
formance aspect. In the past, we danced to compete. 
And since Michael Flatley, the original male dancer 
and one of the choreographers for the show, has per¬ 
formed, more boys are becoming involved with Irish 
step-dancing. Our troup includes 21 female dancers 
and 14 male dancers. Before Riverdance, most of the 
Irish dancers were girls.” 

In her junior and senior years at UMass, Eireann 
toured with the Lee Company of the Riverdance 
Flying Squad. Originally, the Flying Squad was creat¬ 
ed to provide cover for touring shows while also pro¬ 
moting Riverdance (by appearing at worldwide public¬ 
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ity events). But it has become an intrinsic part of the 
Riverdance company, satisfying an enormous 
demand for private, one-time, off-Broadway perform¬ 
ances as well as promoting the touring shows around 
the world. 

One of the performances where Eireann danced 
was at the Kennedy Center, and President Clinton 
was in the crowd. “We met his Secret Service and 
Janet Reno (former Attorney General),” said Eireann. 
“We also met Frank McCourt (author of Angela’s 
Ashes ), who was in the audience that day.” 

Eireann danced with the Shannon Company (for¬ 
merly the Lee) Riverdance Flying Squad on Broadway 
until August 31st, 2001, when the show closed. She 
taught step-dancing at Griffith Academy for about a 
year, and since September (2002), she has been tour¬ 
ing with the Lagan Company of Riverdance. 

She has also performed with an Irish woman’s 
band called “Cherish the Ladies” and this past spring, 
she toured with the Trinity Irish Dance Company out of 
Chicago (a prestigious traditional Irish dance compa¬ 
ny). 

In 1999, Eireann performed in the Great 
Pretenders Revue held at the First Church of 
Longmeadow, produced and directed by Jerry and Cil 
Millette of Agawam. 

Riverdance was originally intended to serve as an 
intermission act in the 1994 Eurovision Song Contest 
(likened to our Grammy’s). In 1993, Ireland's leading 
television network, RTE, asked Moya Doherty to pro¬ 
duce the Eurovision Song Contest. Although not keen 
on it, she accepted the offer. 

Because Eurovision is about three hours of songs 
and music, Doherty wanted something different and 
decided to present dance at intermission. An orches¬ 
tral piece written to accompany hard-shore Irish 
dance was performed to a live Irish audience while 
being televised to 300 million European viewers. “It 
brought down the house wherever it was performed,” 
Eireann said. 

As a single, Riverdance spent 18 weeks as the 
number one hit on the Irish charts. It was also in the 
top 10 in the United Kingdom. Bill Whelan, music and 
lyrics orchestrator, was honored with the 1997 
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Grammy Award for Best Musical Show Album for 
Riverdance. The CD is a certified platinum record in 
the United States, Ireland, and Australia. 

Riverdance companies have been named after 
rivers in Ireland. The original production that included 
Michael Flatley was the Lee Company. After touring 
Europe, the Lee troup came to Radio City. After tour¬ 
ing America, Michael Flatley left the Lee Company, 
and Riverdance branched into three companies; the 
Shannon (formerly the Lee), the Liffey, and the Lagan. 
The Shannon Company went on Broadway full-time 
until the show closed in August 2001. Now there are 
two companies, the Lagan and the Liffey. The Liffey 
Company has toured Europe and Asia, and the Lagan 
has been touring North America, mostly in smaller 
venues. Eireann is with the Lagan Company. 

Riverdance has exposed millions of people to the 
excitement and exuberance generated by Irish step¬ 
dancing. There are groups touring in Scotland, 
Ireland, Canada, Australia, England, and America. 

According to Eireann, Irish step-dancing is now 
taught in Germany and Brazil, and Spain now has ini¬ 
tiated its first international competition. All of this is 
new since Riverdance, which includes Russian 
dancers from the Moscow Folk Ballet, Flamenco 
dancers, Irish singers, solo dancers, the Riverdance 
Orchestra, the Riverdance tappers, the Riverdance 
singers, the Riverdance Drummers, and stars Pat 
Roddy and Eileen Martin. 

At a symbolic level, Riverdance represents the 
rivers of Ireland flowing into the rivers of the world, 
Fred McCormack suggested. 

Eireann McCormack could be following in her 
grandfather’s footsteps, literally. Marie's father, Jerry 
O’Brien, was the 1932 Irish Step Dancing Champion 
at St. Augustine’s Reunion in New York. He also 
played Irish music on the accordian. His music has 
been digitally remastered from many 78 rpm records 
and released on CD by Copley Irish Records. The 
McCormack family, when they aren’t attending a show 
or visiting their other children, spend many hours at 
home, listening to Irish music - often, we suspect, 
some pieces from Riverdance, or some songs from a 
Jerry O'Brien CD.

On October 5th during ceremonies at the "Amici 
Italiani 2002" festival, the Sister City Commission hon¬ 
ored the memories of Carlo Bonavita and Pasquale 
Valenti. 

Sister City chairman and presenter Bill Euliano 
stated, “2002 has been a bittersweet year for the 
Commission.

This 
was a new innovation in residential housing in this 
area and was the catalyst for many contractors in the 
area.

Council, has recently become a Master Code Official (MCO), the highest level of 
Certification achievable in the Building Officials & Code Administrators’ (BOCA’s) 
Certification Program. 

To achieve Master Code Official status, a code official must successfully pass 17 
required examinations in BOCA's Certification Program, covering such disciplines 
as building, electrical, fire prevention, mechanical, plumbing, property maintenance, 
plan review, legal aspects, and building department administration. 

Master Code Official certification is a demonstration of knowledge in a given 
code discipline as well as a symbol of excellence in every facet of code enforce¬ 
ment. Candidates for this certification are typically those individuals whose scope 
of responsibility covers all technical, management, and legal aspects of code 
enforcement. Typically, the duties of the Master Code Official include, but are not 
limited to: 

* Management of a code enforcement department. 

* Supervision of building, plumbing, mechanical, electrical, elevator, and proper¬ 
ty maintenance inspectors and support staff. 

* Performing or supervising performance of building, electrical, plumbing, and 
mechanical plan reviews. 

* When necessary, inspecting or supervising inspection of structures for compli¬ 
ance with the BOCA National Codes and the International Codes and referenced 
standards. 

To date, 181 individuals have earned the title of Master Code Official in BOCA’s 
Certification Program. There are currently 9,374 currently certified by BOCA in one 
or more categories. 

Taylor is a Massachusetts certified Building Commissioner and a Connecticut 
licensed Building Official. He also holds a Master of Public Administration degree 
from the University of Massachusetts. He serves are the Chief Building Official for 
the Town of Enfield, and formerly served as the Building Commissioner for the City 
of Holyoke.

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Junior Women host 
YWCA speaker for 
new women’s shelter 

The Agawam Junior Women’s Club hosted guest 
speaker Mary Reardon Johnson at their October 
meeting to inform Agawam about the YWCA project to 
erect a new battered women’s shelter. 

Ms. Johnson is beginning her 20th year of service 
as the Executive Director of the YWCA of Western 
Massachusetts. She leads a professional staff of over 
100 employees who annually serve more than 10,000 
women, children, and girls throughout Western Mass. 

The YWCA operates more than 12 service sites in 
six communities throughout our region. They operate 
20 programs. There are presently two battered 
women’s shelters, a transitional living program for for¬ 
mer shelter residents, three teen transitional living 
programs, services to teen parents and their children, 
rape crisis programs, mentoring, employment and 
training programs, youth leadership development pro¬ 
grams, two regional visitation centers, and a local 
YouthBuild program. 

Ms. Johnson said that the YWCA hotline receives 
about 8,000 calls for help and Hampden County 
issues about 4,000 restraining orders per year. The 
YWCA has been offering services for battered women 
for 25 years and they are one of the state’s largest 
providers of shelter for battered women. 

Although entry to the shelter criteria is simply that 
the women/girls “have no other option" and “are in 
danger,” sadly, for every woman served, six are turned 
away due to space limitations. The YWCA has out¬ 
grown their space on Maple Street in Springfield.

earns Life Safety 
Achievement Award 

The Residential Fire Safety Institute (RFSI) has 
presented the Agawam Fire Department with a Life 
Safety Achievement Award for 2001. The award was 
announced by Roy L. Marshall, Director of the RFSI, 
and Massachusetts State Fire Marshal Stephen D. 
Coan. 

This is the third year in a row that the Agawam Fire 
Department has been awarded with this honor. 

The Life Safety Achievement Award recognizes 
local fire prevention activities that contributed to 
reducing the number of lives lost in residential fires. 
The Agawam Fire Department qualified for the award 
in 2001 because it recorded zero fire deaths in struc¬ 
tures during that year. 

Although residential fires in the U.S. account for 
only 20 percent of all fires, they result in 80 percent of 
fire deaths. The RFSI and the Department of Fire 
Services are committed to reducing that number. A 
total of 1,106 fire departments in the U.S., Canada, 
Iceland, and Puerto Rico received the 2001 Life 
Safety Achievement Award. 

“Experience tells us that fire prevention activity and 
public education can significantly reduce life and prop¬ 
erly loss from residential fires,” Marshall said. 
“Prevention and education are very cost-effective 
compared to the traditional approach of relying on fire 
suppression. The Life Safety Achievement Award rec¬ 
ognizes fire departments for their fire prevention 
efforts and encourages them to continually improve 
those efforts.” 


Coan added, “The fire service has learned over the 
past 30 years that we can dramatically reduce the 
number of annual fire deaths. In 2001, we lost 59 peo¬ 
ple in Masachusetts fires - a third of the 182 people 
we lost in 1972. We must recognize that we have the 
power to push that number even lower - closer to zero 
- and work towards that goal.” 

The RFSI is a public interest group whose mission 
is to work with states to reduce residential fire deaths 


and injuries. The RFSI advocates the use of residen¬ 
tial fire sprinklers, smoke alarms, and teaching people 
fire-safe behavior. Its principal program is Operation 
Life Safety, which assists fire departments with imple¬ 
menting residential sprinkler/alarm programs. 

The RFSI's membership includes the United States 
Fire Administration, the National Association of State 
Fire Marshals, and private industry associations with 
an interest in residential fire safety.

“LOVE GOD, LOVE PEOPLE” 


During His earthly ministry, Jesus Christ constantly 
encountered stiff opposition from the religious leaders 
of Israel. One of the ways the religious leaders try to 
show Jesus up was to try to trick Him with questions. 
There is nothing wrong with asking difficult questions 
of God when our motives are sincere. God under¬ 
stands that we wonder about things, and Christians 
are not supposed to “leave their brains at the door." 
Indeed, many of the heroes of the Bible, from both the 
Old as well as the New Testament, were people who 
seriously grappled with faith issues. 

However, the religious leaders who antagonized 
Jesus were not sincere. It seemed fairly apparent that 
when the religious leaders peppered Jesus with ques¬ 
tions, they wanted to trip Him up. For example, on one 
occasion when the Pharisees heard that He had 
silenced the Sadducees, they came together. And 
one of them, a lawyer, asked Him a question, to 
test Him. "Teacher, which is the great command¬ 
ment in the law?" 

It may be that the Pharisees thought that Jesus 
couldn't handle such an intellectual question. They 
might have thought that Jesus was just a simple coun¬ 
try preacher who wasn’t up to their standards of 
sophistication. Sometimes it seems that some mod¬ 
ern theologians also think that Jesus was a fairly sim¬ 
ple, unsophisticated man. But Jesus set the 
Pharisees straight about that! 

Later in this encounter, He stumped them with a 
question they couldn’t answer. Jesus asked them a 
question, saying, “What do you think of the 
Christ? Whose son is he?” They said to Him, "The 
son of David." He said to them, "How is it then 
that David, inspired by the Spirit, calls him Lord, 
saying, ‘The Lord said to my Lord, ‘Sit at my right 
hand, till I put thy enemies under thy feet’? If 
David thus calls him Lord, how is he his son?” 
And no one was able to answer Him a word, nor 
from that day did any one dare to ask Him any 
more questions. 

Getting back to the question that the Pharisees put 
to Jesus, it might have seemed to be a routine ques¬ 
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tion on the surface, but it was a question laced with 
potential pitfalls. After all, how could Jesus possibly 
pick one of the Ten Commandments and say that that 
one was more important than all the rest? And then 
what? Which is the second greatest, the third great¬ 
est, until we finally arrive at the least greatest? Do we 
care about or bother to obey the least greatest law? 
The Pharisees had asked Jesus what they no doubt 
believed was a loaded question. 

Instead of falling into their trap, Jesus indicated that 
all of the Ten Commandments are the greatest. And 

He said to him, “You shall love the Lord your God 
with all your heart, and with all your soul, and with 
all your mind. This is the great and first com¬ 
mandment. And a second is like it, You shall love 
your neighbor as yourself. On these two com¬ 
mandments depend all the law and the prophets." 

Jesus understood the Ten Commandments better 
than the Pharisees, because He saw them from God’s 
perspective. Jesus recognized that the Ten 
Commandments can be easily summarized into two 
points: “Love God. Love People.” Although Jesus was 
actually far wiser and more sophisticated than all of 
the religious leaders put together, He also knew when 
to keep it simple. 

People who focus their attention on the details of 
their religious activities are prone to losing the per¬ 
spective of God. As they perfect their practice of reli¬ 
gious activities, they may become intolerant of others 
who either “don’t do it right” or who don’t share their 
convictions about a particular religious activity. The 
Pharisees were famous for their ultra orthodox reli¬ 
giosity. 

When God commands people to love Him and to 
love other people, He is not commanding us to feel a 
particular way. If He was, each of us would be in big 
trouble! In the New Testament, there are two Greek 
words for love. One word is agape, and the other is 
philos. Agape describes love in action, while philos 
describes the way we feel. On every occasion that we 
are commanded to love God or other people, the 
Greek word is agape. God tells us how to act, rather 
than how to feel. 

We probably all agree that the world would be a 
better place if everybody would ascribe to Jesus' sum¬ 
mary of the Ten Commandments, “Love God. Love 
People.” And we would be right. It would be good if 
everybody treated others the right way. But we have 
little influence, and no control, over what others do. 
We can, however, make the part of the world we live 
in better, if we make it our business, by the grace of 
God, to love God and to love people.

Slip, Trip & Fall 

The case arose from a slip and fall incident that 
occurred at the defendant restaurant chain. At the 
time of the incident, the plaintiff was a 14-year veter¬ 
an of the U.S. Army, where he was a Master Fitness 
Trainer. 

On the date of the incident, the plaintiff and his 
family were dining at the defendant restaurant, when 
an employee of the defendant brought several dishes 
to their table. The plaintiff alleged that the defendant’s 
employee spilled salad dressing on the floor beneath 
where the plaintiff was sitting. 

When the plaintiff got up, he reportedly stepped 
onto the salad dressing, fell backwards, and landed 
on the floor. During discovery, the plaintiff established 
liability through the restaurant manager and the 
defendant’s own accident reporting system, as well as 
the testimony of both the plaintiff and his wife. The 
defendant claimed it could not identify its employee. 

At issue was the effect that the injuries had on the 
plaintiff’s military career. The plaintiff was prepared to 
prove at trial that his spinal injuries diminished his 
position as a Master Fitness Trainer and his overall 
career in the U.S. Army. The nature and extent of the 
plaintiff’s physical injuries were to be proven by his 
treating physician outside the military base, where the 
plaintiff had been transferred after his injuries. 

The plaintiff alleged that he was no longer able to 
keep “leading to the front” because of the pain in his 
lumbar spine and legs as he used to do before the 
incident and was therefore forced out of his position 
as a Master Fitness Trainer. As a result of his injuries, 
he was required to accept several temporary “pro¬ 
files,” which restricted his activities due to a medical 
disability in order to remain in the U.S. Army. 

Four years after the incident, the U.S. Army 
assigned him a permanent profile that acted as a per¬ 
manent restriction on his duties, which effectively ren¬ 
dered him non-combat eligible. The defendant 
claimed that the plaintiff had, in fact, been promoted 
“below the zone” or earlier than scheduled on two dif¬ 
ferent occasions after his injury. However, the plaintiff 
obtained testimony and statements from a number of 
the plaintiffs fellow officers to prove the difficulties 
that the plaintiff would face in obtaining his pre-injury 
goal of reaching the rank of command master ser¬ 
geant. In addition, through the testimony of a voca¬ 
tional consultant, the plaintiff’s counsel was prepared 
to prove that the plaintiffs injuries, combined with his 
education, background, and employment, limited his 
future vocational possibilities outside the U.S. Army. 

The case was mediated and after one day of medi¬ 
ation and several days of telephone negotiations, the 
case settled for $168,000.00.

Woronoco Bancorp reports growth 
in operating net income

Woronoco Bancorp, Inc. (the "Company”)

He continued, “Several key factors continue to con¬ 
tribute to our success, including strong loan and core 
deposit growth combined with sound asset quality. We 
are also excited about the pending sale of three 
supermarket branches tentatively scheduled for the 
fourth quarter of 2002. The sale of the deposits and 
certain equipment is expected to have a favorable 
impact on our financial results.” 

The Company's assets expanded $49.7 million, or 
7.4 percent, to $717.7 million as of September 30, 
2002, as compared to $668 million at December 31, 
2001. This was fueled by purchases of U.S. govern¬ 
ment agency securities totaling $20.7 million; an 
increase of $15.2 million in loans held for sale (reflect¬ 
ing the transfer of residential mortgage loans from 
portfolio in the third quarter of 2002); and growth in 
net loans of $30.5 million, offset by mortgage-backed 
securities principal payments totaling $22.6 million. 

Net interest income increased $617,000, or 13 per¬ 


cent, to $5.3 million for the three months ended 
September 30, 2002, compared to $4.7 million in the 
same period in 2001. This resulted largely from 
growth in average interest-earning assets and net 
interest margin expansion. 

Average interest-earning assets increased $62.1 
million, or 10.3 percent, to $668.6 million for the quar¬ 
ter ended September 30, 2002, up from $606.5 million 
for the same period in 2001 largely due to loan origi¬ 
nation and refinancing activity and purchases of 
investment securities (partially offset by prepayments 
and amortization of loans and mortgage-backed secu¬ 
rities). 

Excluding the effect of the sale of residential mort¬ 
gage loans and write-downs of equity securities total¬ 
ing $297,000, total other income rose $114,000, or 12 
percent, to $1 million for the three months ended 
September 30, 2002, up from $887,000 in the third 
quarter of 2001 primarily due to higher fee income and 
insurance commissions, partially offset by lower real¬ 
ized gains on sales of securities and covered call 
option income.

2001 tax law allows employees to put as much as 
$11,000 in their 401 (k), 403(b), and 457 plans, up 
from $10,500 in 2001. In addition, consider opening 
an individual retirement account. Contribution limits to 
both traditional and Roth IRAs have increased from 
$2,000 to $3,000 per year in 2002.

Stretches and low back pain 

Chiropractic's philosophy is based on prevention. 
One of the most effective means to decrease low 
back pain is four simple exercises to keep the mus¬ 
cles strong and flexible. 

Two of these exercises are stretches. The first is a 
simple knee-to-chest stretch. Lie flat on your back, 
bend one knee toward your chest, put both hands 
behind the knee, and pull the upper leg toward your 
chest. Hold for 10 seconds. Release and repeat with 
the other leg. Relax and repeat two more times. This 
is a wonderful exercise for relaxing the muscles in the 
low back and is a great stretch after working in the 
garden or playing golf all weekend. Perform this 
stretch upon rising, before bed, and before and after 
any physical activity. 


The next stretch is for the back of the thighs and 
legs - the hamstrings. These muscles are strong mus¬ 
cles that insert on the pelvis, so when these muscles 
are too tight, they can create an imbalance in the 
entire spine. Lie flat on your back with both knees 
bent. Put both hands behind your right knee and bring 
your right leg up to form a 90 degree angle with your 
body. Then slowly straighten your leg until you feel a 
mild stretch in the back ofyour thigh. Hold 10 sec¬ 
onds, repeat on other leg. Rest and repeat two more 
times. These stretches can also be performed in the 
sitting position. 

These two stretches are very effective in keeping 
the body balanced. Next week, we will discuss two 
simple strengthening exercises for the low back to 
keep it strong and pain-free. If you have any ques¬ 
tions regarding these stretches, please contact our 
office.

Americans have become a society of couch pota¬ 
toes - and it’s taking its toll on our cardiovascular 
health. 

In an article published in the Journal of Applied 
Physiology, researchers from the University of 
Missouri-Columbia revealed alarming statistics to 
show that our sluggish lifestyle might be literally killing 
us. 

“Currently, 250,000 premature deaths and $1 tril¬ 
lion in health care costs can be attributed to the 
American sedentary lifestyle each year," said Frank 
Booth, professor and research investigator. 

“This lifestyle, which has become increasingly 
more prevalent in the past century, results in a meta¬ 
bolic state that is linked to at least 17 chronic dis¬ 
eases and other health conditions. Since 1990, there 
has been a 29-fold increase in heart disease deaths, 
compounded in the past 40 years by a six-fold 
increase in diabetes and a two-fold increase in obesi¬ 
ty.” 

In the article, Booth and his co-authors pointed to 
society’s increasing use of labor-saving devices and 
other technologies as the cause of a myriad of health 
problems. 

“Technology has made our lives increasingly easi¬ 
er in the past 100 years,” they wrote. “We drive cars 
instead of walking. We ride elevators instead of walk¬ 
ing up stairs. We don’t even have to shop for gro¬ 
ceries any more; we can do this online. The effects of 
computers and other technologies on our lives have 
been positive, but it hasn’t been good for our health." 

Booth is working nationally with other researchers 
to establish an organization called “Scientists Against

I have a love for chocolate. Remember, white 
chocolate is not a true chocolate; white chocolate has 
cocoa butter, and that is what makes the candy rich. 

I want real chocolate that has the chocolate liquor 
intact. With that said, let’s make some super-rich 
chocolate chip brownies. 

Here is my recipe for brownies, but you can cheat 
and make a box mix; just make sure that you make 
the “fudgey” brownie, not the “light cake” brownie.

Spread in a buttered 8x8x2 pan. Bake at 350 
degrees for 30 minutes. DO NOT OVERBAKE! While 
still warm, use a clean spray bottle to spray on a coat¬ 
ing of cream de cocoa. Serve with a scoop of vanilla 
ice cream, and drizzle with some fudge sauce. 

These brownies are delectable. I know you will 
enjoy them a lot. 

A variation on this is to make “blondies.” With this, 
you use NO chocolate; instead, use butterscotch 
chips and only use walnuts. You can “ice” these 
“blondies” with a frosting of your choosing, or again 
scoop on the ice cream and pour on a hot sauce. 

Combine 1 C It. cream, 1/2 C sugar ,1/2 C water, 
and a pinch of salt. Cook to the softball stage. Allow 
to cool slightly and whisk in 1 tsp. of vanilla and 2 TB 
butter. Now, mix in 1 C chopped walnuts and serve 
over the “blondie” and ice cream while still warm. 


While we have the chocolate and cake flour out, 
let’s make a basic chocolate cake. Allow the cake to 
cool and slice each layer into thirds. (You will be able 
to make two cakes for the price of one.) 

On one cake, place a layer of dark cherries or 
strawberries and a layer of heavy whipped cream. A 
creamy and dreamy Black Forest cake is the result. 

On the other cake, make a classic pecan and 
coconut frosting. Combine 1/2 C butter and 3/4 C 
brown sugar, and allow this mixture to start to 
caramelize. To this, add 1/2 C flaked coconut, 1/2 C 
pecans, and 1 tsp. of vanilla. Spread this while still 
warm on the layers, and top off with your favorite 
German chocolate butter cream. 


Remember, what’s most important is not what 
you’re eating, but whom you’re dining with!

I checked in with the principal and with Bernadette 
to get permission, then sent word out to the faculty. 
The response was super. Not only did we have over 
30 marchers ... some friends from outside of school 
who came forward, too ... but we also had many who 
donated money who were unable to walk. Together, 
we raised over $1,200! 

During the week, I was busy writing Bernie’s 
Buddies on the backs of shirts so we could proudly 
wear them during the walk and proclaim to all our 
message ... we are Bernie's buddies ... we are walk¬ 
ing in her honor. Sunday came. The day bode well. 
The sun was shining, there were hardly any clouds in 
the sky. 

A gentle breeze was blowing and our spirits were 
soaring. We arrived at Beth-EI Temple, donning our 
shirts, and stood under the sign - Bernie’s Buddies. 
Looking around, we saw thousands of other 
marchers, all wearing shirts displaying different mes¬ 
sages.

The National Anthem was sung, other voices rang 
out, directions were given, and at 10:30, the march 
began. Looking around, I was touched by all the 
marchers. I was touched by the obvious camaraderie 
that united and connected us. We came from all walks 
of lives, we came in all shapes and sizes, we came in 
all colors, but we were united in one common purpose 
and that added inward strength to our outward num¬ 



bers, numbers that totaled in excess of 7,000 people. 

As Kathy McSweeney and I walked quickly (how 
could I do otherwise with the former director of physi¬ 
cal education?), I was struck by the messages embla¬ 
zoned on the shirts that were in front of and behind us. 
The number of people affected by this terrible disease 
was almost palpable ... written on the outside of shirts, 
but carried in the inside of hearts. Together we 
marched forward, together we marched resolutely in a 
determined effort to conquer this disease and to give 
ourselves some power over it. 

As Kathy and I saw young people playing their 
instruments, magicians doing their acts, and groups 
singing songs, all trying to add beauty and meaning to 
the day, I thought about the uniqueness of the day. If 
only we could continue to come together as one, to 
stand for important causes, to strive to make a posi¬ 
tive difference, then what a better place the world 
would be. 


Yes, there we all were walking for one of our own, 
but walking, too, for the community of all who have 
battled and are bravely battling breast cancer. The 
name of the walk now took on added meaning for me 
... Rays of Hope. We ... all the active participants ... 
and those who worked behind the scenes ... we were 
each a ray shining forth and reaching out to others. 
With our love, commitment, and spirit, our rays had 
joined together to forge a beam of hope to warm the 
hearts of so many in an effort to find a cure for breast 
cancer.

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AHS gymnasts run 
three-year streak 
to 48 straight for 
the school record

The Agawam High girls’ gymnastics team made 
school athletic history when they it tied the conscutive 
match streak of 48 straight set by varsity boys’ 
wrestling in the late 1980s. 

The Brownie wrestlers were the toast of the town, 
winning 11 Western Mass, titles and one state crown 
during the 1980s to the mid-1990s. 

Records were made to be broken. Girl’s gymnas¬ 
tics had 46 straight at the start of the week, and then 
went on a 48-straight match winning run of their own - 
doing it on a win over Wahconah and Gateway on 
Tuesday evening (October 22nd) out there. The 
tremendously talented kids are in the record book. 

“We know how hard it was to do so much. The 
gymnastic girls have made us proud,” former Agawam 
wrestling Coach (during that streak) Phil Tomkiel said. 
First-year gymnastics Coach Lindsey Hadden couldn t 
be happier. “It's awesome," she smiled recently at one 
of the team's practice sessions. 

Awsome indeed, much like the team led by Andrea 
Babbin, who is without a doubt the top girls’ gymnast 
in Western Mass, (bars, vault, beam floor and all- 
around). 

This group, unbeaten all year so far at this writing 
(10-0), overwhelms its opponents with sheer talented 
numbers. Hadden (who during her career with 
Agawam High gymnastics was All-Western Mass.) 
explained. “We have 15 athletes on this team, the 
largest group ever for AHS gymnastics. It’s a coach’s 
dream when you have so many talented kids to put 
into competition.” 

The number of kids is a key, but so many of them 
seem to step up in every match. The veterans are 
there, including Babbin, an All-Western Mass, senior

“‘Jose’ is our inspiration for all the tough times and 
the pain many of us had. It’s a thing that demonstrates 
courage,” Babbin said with a smile as she and “Jose" 
sat together on one of the mats. 

Last year, the Westfield High gymnasts were the 
Western Mass, champions (one title Agawam gym¬ 
nastics has). So far this season, they’ve beaten the 
Bombers twice. 

“It’s a lot about payback,” Hadden said, then 
added, “They are a great team. Teams like that bring 
out the best in us." 

At this writing, Agawam - the best in the Western 
Mass, gymnastics business - has about eight regular- 
season matches left, as well as an opportunity to run 
its record to 56-0 ... a milestone that might never be 
broken at the school.

After placing third at WMass. match, 
AHS golfers win Valley Wheel title 


After placing third at the Western Mass. Division I 
Golf Championships on Monday afternoon (October 
21st), the Agawam High golfers went out and narrow¬ 
ly defeated East Longmeadow High School, 9-1/2 to 
8-1/2, at Elmcrest Country Club on Tuesday afternoon 
(October 22nd) to win the Valley Wheel title in the final 
regular-season match of 2002. 

The Brownies, 16-3 overall, took the league title at 
8-2, just ahead of 7-3 Longmeadow (a team they split 
with this fall). 

At Monday’s Western Mass. Championships held 
at Ludlow Country Club, senior Jeremy Malanson was 
on his game from start to finish to card a 72, good for 
a three-way tie for second place. 

Malanson shot a 35 on the front nine and 37 on the 
back nine for par. 

Agawam's number-one golfer throughout the sea¬ 
son, A.J. Oleksak, carded a 79 (good for 14th place), 
while senior Pat Landers placed 12th with a 78.

At the end of one quarter last Friday night (October 
18th) at the new Roberts Field Athletic Complex, the 
Holyoke High Purple Knights - one of the elites in this 
region - trailed the Agawam High football Brownies, 7- 
0 . 

While the Paper City squad regrouped and led at 
halftime, 12-7, the heavy underdog Brownies were 
still scratching, clawing, and alive, despite giving up 
two late second-quarter touchdowns (the second 
coming on a 26-yard touchdown pass with only 2:03 
showing on the clock). 

Both of Holyoke’s two second-quarter TDs came in 
the final four minutes after the Purple had shot them¬ 
selves in the foot by fumbling away the ball on two 
consecutive possessions. But their defense was 
strong enough to keep the Brownies from scoring 
again, and that proved to be a momentum changer. 

The 6-0 Purple Knights - called by Agawam Coach 
Tad Desautels “the best team I’ve seen so far” - 
unloaded with two very late third-period touchdowns 
to gather much-needed breathing room before taking 
a 33-15 AA Conference victory over the 2-4 Brownies. 

“Those two touchdowns at the end of the third 
quarter really spoiled a very good effort by us,” 
Desautels said afterwards. "At the time, we were

Amherst Regional scored the tying goal with under 
three minutes remaining on a penalty kick to salvage 
a 2-2 tie with visiting Agawam High in girls’ soccer 
action on Tuesday afternoon (October 22nd). 

The Brownies, ranked fourth in this week's “Fab 
Five” poll, were leading 2-1 at the time when Amherst 
was awarded a corner kick. The comer bounded 
through the box and apparently touched the hand or 
arm of an Agawam defender, thereby giving the home 
team the chance to tie with a penalty kick. 

All-Scholastic goalie Meg Gloster never had a 
chance, as the shot rocketed high into the upper-right 
corner. 

The Brownies - who had attacked the Amherst 
zone with vim and vigor for most of the second half - 
saw the momentum swing back to the home folks 
over the final five minutes (which resulted in the cor¬ 
ner kick with 2:58 remaining). 

Once the score was deadlocked, Amherst went for 
the win and pressed the action in the Agawam end 
before the final whistle sounded. 

It was a bittersweet way for the Brownies, now 8-4- 
4, to go home. The defending Western Mass. Division 
I champs remain in second place in the Kurty-Fielding 
Division behind first-place Minnechaug Regional. 

Amherst, meanwhile, is fighting for a tournament 
berth at presstime and played like a team on the brink 
on Tuesday. However, the Brownies, still pressing for 
a better tournament seed (they qualified after a 3-0 
win over Pittsfield last Saturday), actually deserved a 
much better fate than a tie, as they hope a home 
game in the opening round of the tournament comes 
their way. 

Amherst came out smoking in the early action and 
kept the Brownies bottlenecked in their end. 

But as the first half unfolded, good midfield play 
from All-Scholastic center-midfielder Kaitlin Sardella, 
center-midfielder Meghan Brown, along with outside 
halfbacks Julie Persico and Tory Lyons, enabled strik¬ 
ers Amanda Janik (All State) and Tiffany Manzi (All 
Scholastic) to pressure the Amherst goal. 

Moreover, the Brownies received very strong 
efforts from their entire back line in this one, including 
sweeper Danielle Cirillo, stopper Lauren Peltier, and 
fullbacks Kara Powell and Laura Pedersen.

Senior goalie Nicole Clauson is another reason 
why the Agawam High girls' field hockey team owns a 
solid 7-4-4 record and has qualified for the upcoming 
Western Mass. Tournament with only one regular-sea¬ 
son game left (Friday, October 25th vs. Westfield). 

Nicole, 18 (with a birthday on January 31st) has a 
course-load that includes photography, sociology, 
choreography, jazz choir, conceptual physics, and 
gym. Next semester, modern literature, a writing lab, 
and psychology will be added to her daily agenda. 

Her best course is physics, and Sandra Sherry-

The sports moment as a schoolgirl athlete Nicole 
will always remember happened just a few days ago 
when the Brownies fought undefeated and untied C 
Division leader East Longmeadow to a scoreless tie. 
It was tooth-and-nail stuff. 

“They beat us the first time. This time, it was up and 
down the field with a lot of strong defense. I thought 
we really took it to them in the second half. I was very 
proud of my team and myself after the game. It was 
awesome.” 

Nicole maintains that part of the team’s success 
this year can be attributed to off-season training and 
practice, especially this past summer. “We had set 
captain's practices all summer long.

I knew from 
last year that I needed to be in better condition, so 
that’s what I worked on over the summer.” 

Nicole will enter the 2002-2003 winter ski season 
as a co-captain of a veteran team.

The team practices at the Blandford Ski Area and 
competes at Berkshire East. In between, there’s time 
in the pool, weight room, and some “road runs” to 
complete the package. “Skiing is so much faster than 
field hockey. It’s definitely an individual sport where 
you compete individually to score for the team. I've 
been skiing since elementary school, and I am really 
looking forward to the winter season.” 

Nicole looks to matriculate at Westfield State 
College next fall. She says the women’s field hockey 
coach there attended a Brownies’ game recently and 
discussed the possibility of Nicole coming to WSC to 
play for the Lady Owls. “I was really excited after talk¬ 
ing to the WSC coach,” Nicole said. 

She’s undecided about her field of study at this 
time.

To Agawam High senior Greg Cizek, soccer is a 
ball and he and his Brownie mates are riding high 
these days with a 9-5-2 record, having qualified for the 
Western Mass.

the half on a four-yard run. The two-point conversion 
(a run) failed and the Brownies still led, 7-6. 

After a quick change of possessions where the 
Brownies were locked deep in their terrority, Holyoke 
accepted the ball on the 41 and scored on that 26- 
yard TD pass. The two-point conversion failed, and 
the half ended at 12-7, Knights. 

The second half was all Holyoke. Agawam's best 
moment to shine came when the Knights (now tearing 
out large chunks on the ground) were stopped cold on 
fourth and goal from the two, when All-Scholastic line¬ 
backer Mike Locke slammed into the line and stopped 
the Holyoke ballcarrier.
